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Near $12 million 
budget given Council

A proposed budget of just under $12 
million to operate the City of Lompoc for 
the 1977- 78 fiscal year is under con­ 
sideration by the city council today. 
The spending program, up about $2 
million, 
will 
provide essentially the 
same services as last year at no increase 
in the property tax rate of $1 8488 per 
$100 of assessed valuation, according to 
City Administrator Gene L Wahlers who 
submitted the budget at last night's 
council meeting 
One area of service not included in the 
new budget is the city jail Wahlers said 
that because of the increasing cost of 
operating the jail facility — approx­ 
imately $110,000 a year — plus some 
“significant” one-time costs to make the 
jail acceptable for state standards, the 
staff 
is 
recommending the discon­ 
tinuance of the jail service, subject to 
reconsideration if the county will re­ 
negotiate a cost-sharing agreement 
C ouncilrnem ber 
E C . 
Stevens, 
pointing out he is in general agreement 
with the recommendation, nevertheless 
called for the proposal to be lifted from 
the budget and placed on the regular 
council agenda so that a full discussion of 


the matter can be conducted 
While holding the line on property 
taxes, the budget proposal calls for the 
raising of fees for permits, plan checks 
and sim ilar services to reflect the 
processing costs, and an increase in 
refuse collection fees to offset higher 
costs of operation and to provide for 
development of a new landfill site 
As a result of the recommended 
adjustments and the increased use of 
state and federal grants for various 
programs, Wahlers said the budget 
would allow for the continuation of 
several capital improvement programs, 
including these: 
Corporate yard expansion, improve­ 
ments at Beattie and R iver parks, 
various street and alley projects, im­ 
plementation and expansion of the city’s 
self-insurance program, utility construc­ 
tion in an industrial area, development 
of engineering plans for a new electric 
substation, full operations at the new- 
regional wastewater treatment plant, 
im plem entation of an equipm ent 
depreciation program and preparation of 
engineering plans for new interceptor 
sewers 


The budget provides for six more city 
personnel, including one in engineering 
to help handle the construction load 
there; two additional apprentice line 
workers in the Electrical Department, 
an additional tree trimmer; a building 
and facilities maintenance employe in 
the General Services Department and a 
laboratory technician to handle water 
tests in the Water Treatment Plant.

Remember the good old days0 Things 
were slower then Reporters met in the 
lounge of the police department each 
morning, had a leisurely cup of coffee 
with the police chief and then got into a 
discussion of the police actions of the 
night before 
A uniformed and sworn officer was a s­ 
signed 
to 
the chores 
of dispatching 
records department was jammed even 
then with a mass of filing cabinets F il­ 
ing cabinets were the stock in trade for 
police record keeping 
All that is changed now TTiere s no 
time for coffee any more, a non-sworn 
officer serves as dispatcher and fire 
department dispatching has been added 
to the responsibilities 
But the big changes, exclusive of the 
addition to the police departm ent 
building a couple of years ago. are the 
communications console operated by the 
dispatcher, the replacement of the filing 
cabinets with an “ alpha 
or 
visible 
file and the use of microfilm to store 
records 
Police are making no predictions on 
the impact all this will have on solving or 
preventing crime, but they are firm in 
their conviction that it will help them 
serve the public better 
The alpha file has room for 150 000 
regular file cards for recording details of 
arrests, crime reports, and individual 
crime histories 
The file will never 
become overcrowded, according toCapt 
James Westgate. 
because all arrest 
records and other m a te ria ls are 
systematically microfilmed within two 
or three years of the occurrence 


Westgate takes a practical view of the 
additions With a sweep of his hand in the 
direction of the alpha file last week, he 
declared “ It’s a survival kind of thing 
Eventually paper would fill this whole 
building We have to take steps to cope 
with it ” The microfilm process is the 
answer Two cartridges measuring less 
than an inch thick each will hold as many 
facts as previously stored in several fil­ 
ing cabinets 


There’s also another aspect to the 
capability of the alpha file, according to 
Westgate " We re mandated by state and 
federal government to monitor more and 
more kinds of things It ’s the old snow­ 
ball theory ”

A preliminary general budget showing 
expenditures of nearly $18 million was 
presented to the Lompoc Unified School 
District Board of Trustees last night 
The budget expenditures exceed es­ 
timated income by $378,000 
But ad­ 
ditional income from state aid is ex­ 
pected, Superintendent Clarence Bloom 
said in a memorandum to the board 
The state legislature is currently con­ 
sidering three school finance bills The 
bills address in different ways the 1974 
Serrano court decision, which requires 
that all California school districts, 
regardless of wealth, have the ability to 
spend equal amounts per pupil 
The district estimates that the passage 
of Assembly Bill 65 by Greene would 
provide the district with an additional 
$157,000 in state aid. AB 525 by Rodda 
would provide $366.0l>0. and Senate Bill 
809 would provide $910,000 However, a 
combination of these bills is expected to 
finally pass. Bloom said last night 
The preliminary budget was computed 
using the same general purpose tax rate 


as that assessed for this year. $3 93 per 
$100 assessed valuation 
But Bloom s 
memo suggests that the school board 
could raise the rate up to an allowable 
maximum of $5 02. which would increase 
local income by almost $1 million 
The memo notes that next school 
year’s average daily attendance is es­ 
timated at 10.419 for grades K-12 
a 
decrease of 90 from this year s ADA The 
ADA for 1977-’78 adult school is es­ 
timated at 385. an increase of 15 over this 
year. 
The memo also notes that the district 's 
assessed vacation for 1977-‘78 is current­ 
ly estimated at $93,328,000. about $2 7 
million higher than this year's assessed 
valuation 
Liability insurance costs for the dis­ 
trict have increased 26 per cent and 
util it v costs have increased 32 per cent. 
Business Manager Joe ( arlin said later

information has grown. Westgate said, 
and the kinds of information the agencies 
call for have proliferated Beating a path 
to the department’s record section are a 
number of law enforcement oriented 
agencies including probation, the courts, 
district attorney’s office, not to mention 
the private legal profession 
But the 
department is also able to serve the 
public better, Westgate says 


The increased capability is coupled 
with greater security against fire, par­ 
ticularly in the alpha file, according to 
Westgate When the file is not in use it 
can be closed tight with protective metal 
doors 


“ In previous years.” he said, “ we 
would have had the old records and 
reports stored in cardboard boxes and 
the boxes stored away somewhere 
gathering dust.”

cording to Westgate The dispatcher can 
communicate by radio to the sheriff and 
with the mutual aid channel can contact 
other state agency units that happen to 
be in the immediate area 


The console also has a built-in pager 
that automatically calls particular on- 
duty fire and utility officers and crews; 
and by virtue of a pre-programmed dial­ 
ing setup can automatically call the 
h o s p i t a l , 
a m b u l a n c e , 
s h e r i f f , 
Vandenberg Air Force Bast1 and all other 
major peace, security, and defense a gen 
cies on a one-to-one basis or for con­ 
ference calls 


The new equipment also enables the 
department to handle more incoming 
emergency calls more efficiently, ac­ 
cording to Westgate 
When someone 
calls on the emergency line with a 
problem, there’s a pause to give the dis­ 
patcher time to punch keys calling for an 
ambulance, for the fire department or 
for some other assistance, Westgate 
said 


Department officials believe the new 
console will cut down on the time it takes 
to get help to someone who needs it 


That's the bottom line, according to 
Westgate 


ASSEN . The Netherlands (U P I) — A 
Dutch justice ministry official said today 
four South Moluccans imprisoned after 
previous terrorist attacks had been 
brought to Assen, near a school and train 
where other Moluccans are holding 
about 165 hostages at gunpoint

deadline for executing hostages passed 
with no apparent incident and the Dutch 
government said “ intensive” contact 
with the gunmen was producing a basis 
for negotiations

By a four-to-one vote, Lompoc City 
Council last night requested the Santa 
Barbara County Flood Control District 
to raise the tax rate in Zone 2 by five 
cents to the maximum allowable figure 
of 19 cents per $100 of assessed valuation 
The present rate is 14 32 cents, and un­ 
der guidelines of SB90 
the additional 
five cents would be permissible, a letter 
from Public Works Director Barry J 
Gustafson said 
“ Because of the urgent need for storm 
drain construction 
in the city and 
because no other source of funds is readi­ 
ly available for that purpose, it is recom­ 
mended by the city that the 
district 
board set the tax rate 
at the maximum

South Moluccan gunmen had threatened 
to start slaughtering the children and 
adult hostages, Prem ier Joop den Uyl 
said. 
“There is intensive contact 
between the authorities and the oc­ 
cupiers of the tram and the school A 
basis for negotiations is developing ” 


The government e a rlie r said its 
minimum condition for dealing with the 
terrorists was the release of 105 children 
held at gunpoint in the primary school at 
Bovensmilde. just south of here 
The 
gunmen also are holding 55 to 60 hostages 
aboard a hijacked train near Groningen, 
15 miles north of the school 


At one point, shortly before the 8 a m 
ED T deadline, gunmen in the elemen­ 
tary school forced some of the children 


to appear at an open window, and chant. 
“ We want to live ” 
The gunmen had demanded release of 
South Moluccans jailed after similar 
twin attacks in 1975, and a getaway 
plane They said if the demands were not 
met. there would be “ many deaths ” 
“ There are no indications that there 
have been any irreparable calamities 
after the deadline.” Den Uyl said “ This 
gives us a certain encouragement 


The South M oluccans have been 
demanding independence for their 
former Spice Islands homeland — once a 
Dutch colony but now under Indonesian 
rule 


Justice Minister Dries van Agt said the 
situation remained “ very serious” but 
“there is more contact (with the 
gunmen 1 than there was yesterday 
(Tuesday» We think it is valuable that 
direct contact has been established 
between the two groups" of Moluccan 
gunmen 


Van Agt said the government’s prime 
aim remained to get the children 
released unhurt 
The authorities enlisted the help of 
more moderate members of the 35.000- 
strong Moluccan community to set up 
contacts with the gunmen

OEQ procedures changed 
for quicker EIR process

New and revised County Of­ 
fice of Environmental Quality 
(OEQ) procedures designed to 
quicken the processing of draft 
Environmental Impact Reports 
(EIRs) on major projects as 
well as re p o rts on minor 
projects were approved by the 
Board of Supervisors this week 
OEQ D ire c to r A lb ert F. 
Reynolds also told of plans to 
initiate monthly hearings in the 
North County and to consolidate 
North County site visits 
Board Chairm an

Fletcher of Santa Maria told 
Reynolds he felt OEQ should 
have two hearing dates per 
month, rather than one set 
aside at this time for the North 
County in view of the many 
projects coming from the area 
north of the Santa Ynez Moun­ 
tains 
Other board members agreed 
with Reynolds, however, that 


one was sufficient for now. and 
the number could be increased 
later if found needed To avoid 
having some North County m at­ 
ters held up until the once a 
month North County sessions, 
applicants will have the option 
of being on agenda at the week 
ly hearings in Santa Barbara on 
Thursdays, it was reported 


Reynolds said he was in­ 
stituting the changes as a result 
of the recent ' perusal'' of his 
office at the re q u e s t of 
Fletcher 
Supervisors Robert 
Kallman and David "Sager, 
along with Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond Johnson, con­ 
ducted the probe, and found 
that the main complaint ap­ 
peared to be processing delays 
which Reynolds said was due in 
part to additional OEQ assign­ 
ments 


Reynolds said the changes in­ 
clude having fewer low-cost 


EIRs done in-house, adding that 
this procedure of having them 
done by outside consultants un­ 
der OEQ supervision may cost 
the applicant a bit more, but 
will avert the heavy backlogs 
faced by staffers in the past 
Complex EIRs such as gas, 
oil. and I-NG facilities will con­ 
tinue to receive special treat­ 
ment and with EIRs performed

Robert Herbst Tuesday 
Herbst noted the gift was 
carved from a tree 250 to 300 
feet high and 700 to 1.400 years 
old 
But the White House later an­ 
nounced 
Interior 
Secretary 
Cecil Andrus would meet with 
the loggers today to discuss 
their grievances. Andrus' 


father ran a saw mill and he 
himself has worked as a ' gypo 
or free lance logger in Oregon 
and Idaho 
The loggers drove 23 trucks 
across the country for the 
protest and went to the steps of 
the Capitol where they dis­ 
tributed free redwood seedl­ 
ings 
A small group of environmen­ 
talists formed a counter-picket 
line across from the loggers 
The loggers, who use the sl­ 
ogan. 
"M o re Jo b s. Less 
Parks,” said the proposed ex­ 
pansion would cost them and 
their children jobs 
“ This administration is com 
mitted to buying back our 
redwood heritage so that we 
may retain 39.000 acres of 
virgin redwoods in our nation’s 
ownership, which once consist- 


ed of 2 million acres of these 
magnificent 
trees,

But he added that “ we are 
also people-oriented, and are 
committed to reduce the im­ 
pact that you and your 


neighbors will suffer in order to 
meet this national objective.”

Striking workers denied jobless pay 
as judge strikes down New York law

federal judge has struck down a 
New York state law allowing 
strikers to receive unemploy­ 
ment compensation after the 
first eight weeks of a walkout, 
saying the provision “ causes an 
employer to finance its own 
strikers ” 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Richard Owen ruled in Manhat­ 
tan Tuesday that the provision

The judge scheduled a hear­ 
ing for Wednesday “ to discuss 
interim relief.” but the state at­ 
torney general s office said it 
would appeal Owen s decision 
in the case 
The ruling dealt with a law 
suit filed in 1973 by the New 
York Telephone Co 
Western 
Electric Co , and the Long 
Lines Departm ent 
of the 
American Telephone & Tele 


graph Co, in connection with a 
1971 nationwide strike by 
500.000 employes of the Beil 
system 
The walkout was settled in a 
few days with the exception of 
New York state, where 38,(KM) 
strikers remained off the job 
for seven months in a dispute 
over local issues 
During the New York dispute, 
many strikers began receiving 
after eight weeks as much as 
$95 a week in tax-free un­ 
employment 
compensation 
benefits 
By the end of the 
strike. Owen said, the strikers 
had received more than $49 
million from the Compensation 
Fund.

was faced with making up a $40 
million depletion in its credit in

Taxpayers of the State of 
California are shaking their 
heads in downright disbelief 
this week with the announce­ 
ment that the state took $8.06 
of every $100 of 1976 income 
taxes. 


Such a grab has resulted in 
the state now estimating a 
record 
revenue surplus of 
nearly $2^ billion dollars. 


Much of this tax growth is 
credited to the progressive 
nature of the state s income 
tax which puts wage earners 
in higher brackets as their 
salaries attempt to meet infla­ 
tion. 
The Administration has out- 


lined som e plans for the 
sp en d in g of the su rp lu s. 
G overnor Brown proposes 
spending $1.15 billion on two 
programs, property tax relief 
at $850 million and $300 million 
to comply with the Serrano 
d e c isio n 
req u irin g 
m o re 
equalized spending on schools. 
The Legislature will no doubt 
add a few million in spending, 
leavin g 
ap p rox im ately 
$1 
billion in surplus which the 
governor wants to “stockpile“ 
to avoid tax increases later. 
We say hooray for property 
tax relief and for equalizing 
school spending However, we 
do not believe that such a mas­ 
sive surplus is really anything 


to brag about. It is something 
to rectify, as Mayor P ete 
Wilson of San Diego declares. 
Taxation should be analyzed a 
lot more carefully for such 
m assive surpluses are only the 
result of overtaxation. 


We worry about our state 
legislature when such a sur­ 
plus is existent. As one official 
stated, with that kind of sur­ 
plus in view, the Legislature 
“ all go crazv." 


If we have been overtaxed, 
and we believe we have, the 
money 
should 
be 
returned. 
Nothing could be simpler but 
bureaucrats do not know what 
simplicity is.
